State Veterinarian Has Declared-Section in Which iHeadquarters of 


That Chemical Poisoning Was/ 


Responsible. 


Regiment is Located is Bomb- 


ed Frequently 


With five head of horses .dead 


and two in a. serious Condition, the 
state veterinarian declares today 
chemical poisoning was administered 
to the horses which belonged to the 
stock owned by.'William Martin of 
Anderson township. 
. 


It is believed that the loss, of stock 


is another result of Hun treachery 
which has 
developed 
along many 


lines in this eonntry since the declar- 
ation of war. Much speculation was 
aroused jvhen the horses began to 
lie and as local veterinarians seemed 
undecided as to\.the cause of their 
deaths, state officials were called. 


It was believed' at first that- a 


deadly epidemic prevailed but later, 
however, it was ascertained that it 
was a chemical poisoning. The de- 
cision of the state veterinarian in as- 
certaining the cause of the animal's 
death means that the poison did. not 
result from bad feed or from weeds 
but that the deadly chemical 
had 


been placed in their feed or water. 


Mr. Martin stated that he believes 


the poison was placed in the water 
tank since the horses are the only 
stock which use the watering trough 
and the same "feed which the horses 
eat is also fed to the hogs." 


The owner of the horses discredits 


the report that the poisoning might 
have been 
caused, from the 
acid 


which was used in cleaning the tank 
when.it was soldered recently. He 
declared that the soldering was done 
three weeks ago and that the tank 
had been in constant use ever since 
and that if that had been the cause, 


e effect would have been felt a long 


time before.
